Claiml 4-29,31 -40 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claim 32, directed to the process of making 
or using the allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104. 

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 
CFR 1 .142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement of Species II as set forth 
in the Office action mailed on 5/16/2007 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Allowed for the reasons set forth in the appeal brief of 4/15/2010, namely page 
13, where the prior art does not disclose the lateral electric contact zones and page 15, 
where the prior art does not disclose the electrodes are even or level with an edge 
surface of the front substrate and with an edge surface of the back substrate to define 
the lateral contact zone. 

Claims 14-29,31-40 are allowed. 
Regarding Claim 14,21 , 

Kawakami et al discloses (Fig. 2) the electrodes are flush (adjacent to, the 
electrodes (51 ,13a) are shown to be at the edge of the substrates (17a) with an edge of 
the front substrate and with an edge of the back substrate respectively. 

The prior art does not disclose the conductive paths are formed of a first 
separate component part in contact with the electrodes and a second separate 
component part extending over the back surface of the cell. Wherein the contact means 
are arrange over an edge, or back or the edge and back of the cell (cell is the front 
substrate and back substrate together) and the cell forming an electrical junction 
disposed between the first and second separate component of each path, wherein the 
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electric junction provides direct conductive continuity between the first and second 
separate component part and they are each contacting the contact member. 

Claims 15-20,22,24,26,28,31,32,33,35,37,39 depend on claim 14 therefore are 
allowable. 

Claims 23,25,27,29,34,36,38,40, depend on Claim 21 therefore are allowable.
